« Community Development Block Grant - Coronavirus

S99 million for housing support, economic development, health
and other public services

* $S38 million administered by Commerce, of which ~ $6.5 million
awarded in response to local requests and administered locally
for rent assistance.
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New CARES Act funds for rental assistance

« Coronavirus Relief Bill $900 billion pandemic relief package
. $25dbiIIiQn available to assist households that are unable to pay rent/utilities due to
pandemic

« Created an emergency rental assistance program to be administered by
Dept. of Treasury

« States, local govt's and Indian tribes deadline to apply 1/12/2021
« WA State submitted an application on 1/11/2021

 Formula award to WA State
« $510 million

* Direct awards with more than 200,000 residents within 30 days, per statute

conduct oversight of program

Treasury Rent Assistance Program (T-RAP)
Commerce current activities:

* Need legislative action to spend
« When can Commerce anticipate making funds available in contracts?

» Reassigned lead staff and hiring new staff to stand up program
* Not absorbing in current homeless/crisis response work

* Reviewing Relief Bill statute language; Dept. of Treasury
guidance and FAQ and participating in conference calls;
national technical assistance resources (NLIHC, NAEH)

» Developing formula for awards, guidelines, procedures,
quarterly reporting and billing documents
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Potential New Funds for ERAP

Governor’s budget, proposed state funding:

 $S100 million in an early action bill from budget stabilization
account, through June 2021 - Implementation immediate

« S64 million supplemental budget, through June 2021
» Estimated 23,000 households served

* $164 million 2021-23 budget, ramps down through June 2023
« Estimated 23,000 households served

* Senate Bill 5156
